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BRAZIL EXPANDS COCOA PRODUCTION AND PROCESSING 


Brazil has embarked on an jmpressive cocoa 
expansion program geared to make it the world’s 
leading producer, with a projected growth to approxi- 
mately 700,000 metric tons by 1993. Paralleling the 
production increase has been the expansion of the 
domestic cocoa processing industry, which will enable 
Brazil to export increasing quantities of cocoa prod- 
ucts. Brazil presently shares with the Ivory Coast the 
No. 1 position as the world’s largest producer, and is 
by far the largest producer in the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

Although cocoa makes up only a small segment of 
Brazilian foreign exchange revenues (less than 7 per- 
cent in recent years), high world prices have sharply 
increased export earnings to a record $834 million in 
1978. In 1978, the United States imported $319 mil- 
lion of cocoa beans and products from Brazil, 
representing nearly one quarter of total U.S. cocoa 
imports. 

Producing Areas. The major cocoa-producing areas 
in Brazil are centered about 600 miles north of Rio de 
Janeiro, in the State of Bahia near the towns of Ilheus 
and Itabuna. Close to 95 percent of Brazil’s current 
annual production of more than 300,000 tons comes 
from a 300-mile coastal belt, which extends not more 
than 50-to-75 miles inland. Small amounts of cocoa 
are produced in the states of Espirito Santo, Para, 
Rondonia, and Amazonas. The port of Ilheus handles 
about 90 percent of the cocoa bean exports, whereas 
most of the cocoa products are shipped from Salvador 
and Ilheus, which are the key processing centers. 

Unlike the West African producing areas, which 
have a distinct wet and dry season, the Brazilian cocoa 
areas are favored with well-distributed rainfall 
throughout the year. Cocoa is harvested almost con- 
tinuously, with the main crop running from October 
to April and the temporao crop from May through 


September. In recent years, the temporao crop has 
been the larger of the two harvests. 

Brazilian cocoa is grown as a plantation crop, which 
favors modern agricultural practices, whereas West 
African cocoa is usually cultivated on small family 
farms of 1 to 2 hectares. The Government does not 
support or purchase the crop, and growers sell to 
exporters and processors at price levels tied to the 
world market. 

Assistance and Expansion Programs. Since ‘1957, 
Government assistance has been offered to producers 
through CEPLAC (Plan for the Economic Recupera- 
tion of the Cocoa Growers). CEPLAC now operates 
mainly from funds derived from the ‘‘contribution 
quota’ levied on cocoa exports. This tax is currently 
set at 10 percent of the value of exports of cocoa 
beans and products. 

Under CEPLAC, the Cocoa Research Center and 
the Department of Extension were established in 
1963, and the Vocational School of Agriculture for 
the Cacao Region in 1965. Gradually, CEPLAC’s pro- 
gram has been further expanded and modified into an 
integrated and diversified agricultural program that 
now covers all cocoa-producing regions of Brazil. 

CEPLAC’s functions mainly comprise 1) Agricul- 
tural research and experimentation, 2) rural extension 
and financial assistance, 3) technical training in agri- 
culture and livestock, 4) special program for the 
Amazon Region, and 5) other special programs, 
including a national program for cocoa expansion in 
Brazil under the title of PROCACAU, which was sub- 
mitted to the Government in 1975. 

It is under the PROCACAU program that Brazil 
plans to expand production to over 700,000 tons by 
1993. This plan calls for the establishment of 300,000 
hectares of new cocoa trees in the States of Bahia, 
Espirito Santo, and the Amazon Valley, in addition to 
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the renovation of 150,000 hectares in the State of 
Bahia. CEPLAC estimates production from new plant- 
ings will yield 488,000 tons by 1993, and that produc- 
tion from old, established areas will be 220,000 tons. 
Of the 300,000 hectares of new plantings, 160,000 
are slated for the Amazon Valley, 110,000 for Bahia, 
20,000 for Espirito Santo, and 10,000 for the State of 
Sao Paulo. While there are in the Federal Territory of 
Rondonia in the Amazon Valley Region considerable 
areas Suitable for cocoa cultivation, the difficulty of 
access and shortage of labor could hinder develop- 
ment. In addition, there have been reports of out- 
breaks of ‘‘witches’ broom” disease in the State of 
Amazonas, which could limit expansion in this area. 


It is estimated that PROCACAU will generate. 


approximately 200,000 new jobs, of which 40 percent 
will be in the Amazon Valley and 60 percent in 
Bahia, Espirito Santo, and Sao Paulo. 

Brazilian production reached a record 314,000 tons 
during the 1978/79 season and a larger crop is fore- 
cast for 1979/80 given favorable weather conditions. 
During 1978/79, Brazil accounted for 21 percent of 
the world’s cocoa bean crop, compared with a 14 per- 
cent share during the 1970/71-1974/75 period. 
Although Brazil has increased production signifi- 
cantly, part of its increased share of the world total 
can be attributed to declining production in Ghana 
and Nigeria.

For 1978/79, Brazil had 542,000 hectares planted to 
cocoa, with 444,000 in production. This compares 
with 442,000 and 412,000 hectares, respectively, dur- 
ing 1974/75. Estimates place tree numbers at about 
450 million, with 300 million currently in production. 

Under the PROCACAU expansion program, 
148,775 hectares have been planted in Brazil during 
1976-79, compared with the targeted plan of 160,600 
hectares for this period. Thus, it appears that the goal 
of 450,000 hectares by 1985/86 can be reached if 
current planting rates are maintained.

Limiting Factors. Black pod rot (Phytophthora pal- 
mivora) fungus is the principal disease of the cocoa 
tree in Bahia, and occurs primarily during the cool 
months of July through September. Losses to this 
disease are estimated to fall between 20-25 percent of 
the crop each year. However, in Cameroon, West 
Africa, losses are estimated at double this rate due to 
higher levels of rainfall there. 

In the Amazon Valley, ‘‘Witches’ Broom’’ disease 
(Crinipellis perniciosa and Marasmius perniciosus) is 
a principal limiting factor, and efforts to control this 
problem are under intensive study. Insect damage to 
cocoa trees in Brazil has become of minor importance 
due to use of modern insecticides and better manage- 
ment practices. 

_In the world market, ‘‘Bahia’’ cocoa has tradition- 
ally sold for several cents per pound less than West 
African grades because of its smokey flavor, derived 
from being fire-dried. CEPLAC is working with farm- 
ers to improve drying methods and it is hoped that 
this problem will be solved in the near future. West 
African cocoa is sun-dried and thus is free from this 
problem. 

The Processing Industry. Brazil is fast becoming 
the world’s leading cocoa bean processor as new fac- 
tories open and existing facilities expand their capa- 
city. However, Brazil’s rise toward global leadership 
has been assisted by declining grind in traditional con- 
suming countries as they increase imports of pro- 
cessed products. Several major chocolate manufactur- 
ing companies now own part interest in factories in 
producing countries, including some of those in Bra- 
zil. 

All of the major cocoa-processing factories in Brazil 
are located in the towns of Salvador and Ilheus, in 
the State of Bahia. The industrialization of cocoa 
beans in Brazil began in 1927, when the first process- 
ing plant was established at IIheus. During the follow- 
ing two decades, six additional plants were opened in 
Salvador, and one in Itabuna. Although Itabuna and 


Ilheus are located in the heart of the cocoa zone, Sal- 
vador was selected as the site for most of the early 
factories because of its advantages of greater electric 
power and industrial water supplies, availability of 
skilled labor, and deep-water harbor. However, today 
these items are available in Ilheus, and the processing 
industry is currently undergoing considerable expan- 
sion in this city. 

The major cocoa-processing companies in Bahia are 
Barretto De Araujo S/A, Chadler Industrial Da Bahia 
S/A, Jonas Industrial S/A, and Berkau S/A Comercio 
E Industria. 

Barretto De Araujo S/A is the largest with export 
sales of $147 million in 1978, and is solely owned by 
Barretto family interests. To promote exports, a sales 
office was set up in New York under the name of 
Barretto Cocoa Products, Inc. In January 1977, Bar- 
retto opened a new cocoa-processing factory in Ilheus 
for the production of chocolate liquor. The factory 
initially had capacity to process 500,000 bags (30,000 
tons) of cocoa beans annually and has warehouse 
facilities to store up to 200,000 bags (12,000 tons) of 
beans. Presently the processing capacity of this plant 
is being doubled and the Barretto facility in Salvador, 
which had been processing some 500,000 to 600,000 
bags (30,000 to 36,000 tons) annually, is being 
increased to handle 1 million bags (60,000 tons). 

Chadler Industrial Da Bahia S/A had export sales 
of nearly $84 million in 1978. Two U.S. companies, 
the General Cocoa Company and the Hershey Foods 
Corporation have interests in the facility. Chadler’s 


Salvador plant usually grinds about 500,000 bags 
(30,000 tons) annually and also processes small 
amounts of finished confectionery products. 

Jonas Industrial S/A is owned by the London-based 
organization of Gill & Duffus Group, Ltd. and had 
1978 export sales of about $57 million. Its Salvador 
plant has a capacity to grind 540,000 bags (32,400 
tons) annually and its new factory in Ilheus was 
scheduled to come-on-stream sometime in 1979. Ini- 
tial production of the new Ilheus plant will be 
devoted to chocolate liquor output. 

Berkau S/A Comercio E Industria’s export sales of 
processed cocoa products in 1978 totaled over $35 
million. This company’s capacity is estimated at over 
450,000 bags (27,000 tons). 

The Bahia’s Cocoa Growers’ Central Cooperative 
(COPERCACAU) is building a new cocoa-processing 
plant at Ilheus. It has a planned annual capacity of 
500,000 bags (30,000 tons) for the production of cho- 
colate liquor, cocoa butter, and cocoa cake. This pro- 
ject is to receive partial financing and technical 
cooperation from the French CACAO BARRY 
Group, and is scheduled to open by 1982. 

Further increasing Brazil’s processing capacity are 
two additional plants under construction in Ilheus, 
one by the Switzerland-based Nestle corporation and 
the other by the American-based Cargill corporation.
